Carpenter’s Union Local 1522 has 
set up an informational picket on the 
CSUS campus to protest the hiring of 
non-union workers by J.R. Roberts 
Company, the firm currently holding 
the contract for construction of the 
new Hornet Bookstore ai CSUS 

“Unions are as needed today as 
they were 105 years ago when the 
carpenters were first organized,” Kar! 
Chandler, a union member who has 
been picketing for the past four weeks, 
said 

The union’s discontent began in 
June 1986 when a contract between 
J.R. Roberts and the local union 
came up for re-negotiation. The con- 
tract is still under negotiation and 
both sides feel that they have reached 
an impasse. Negotiators ‘or each side 
have not met since Octwber 


The purpose of the carpenters’ 
picket is to inform the public of what 
they view as unfair labor practices 


Chandler and his fellow picketers are 
adamant in their stance, saying, 
“There is no future without unions.” 

In support of the picket, California 
Faculty Association President Alan 
Wade is “encouraging faculty to go 
out on the picket to show a sense of 
solidarity and commitment to the 
cause of our brothers and sisters in the 
labor movement.” He added, “Our 
intenwon Is HOt to support mstutulons 
that do business with scabs and peo- 
ple that cross picket lines.”

CSUS graduate climbing the ladder of f euccess

Patrick Hennessey, a 1974 CSUS graduate, recently 
became president of Sunrise Bank in Roseville 

Hennessey received his BS degree with a major in 
management information science and a minor in account- 
ing and statistics. He was the top student in his mayor 

Hennessey found his career in banking by attending the 
on-campus interviewing which is offered to students. He 
explained, “Being a student with no money, | think | 
borrowed my dad’s and bought a sport coat and went to 
the interviews that way.” 

He believes these on-campus interviews provide an 
exceilent opportunity for students. “Banking was not of 
any more interest to me than being an accountant or being 
anything else at the time,” Hennessey said. “I interviewed 
with four or five firms on campus and got offers from three 
banks.” 

Hennessey chose to work for Bank of America because 
it offered the best training program and loca! employment. 
He started as a management trainee in credits, learning to 
become a loan officer. Hennessey worked there for 11 
years and rose to the position of vice president. 








Although Hennessey enjoyed working for Bank of 
America, he could not refuse Sunrise Bank’s offer. He was 
working in Redding and welcomed the opportunity to 
return to Sacramento as an executive vice president (No. 2 
person in the bank). In May 1986, Hennessey became 
president of Sunrise Bank. He was 35 years old 

On Oct. 14, 1986, the Alumni Association honored 
Hennessey with a banquet and a plaque. Hennessey has 
also received -ecognition in several magazines, such as 
Executive Place, which called him a “banking whiz kid” 
because of his rise to a top position in banking at such a 
young age 

Hennessey said that he works approximaicly 65 hours 
a week and plays tennis about three times a week. This 
schedule would leave little me for anything else, but he 
has found the time to assist CSUS students working on 
survey projects. He aided one group in studying promo- 
tions and advertising by explaining how banks issue press 
releases and promote @ certain image. 

As a former student, Hennessey felt that it was an 
honor to work with CSUS students . Even within his own 
office, Hennessey works with CSUS graduates. Richard S 
Lake, who stepped into Hennessey's former position of 











executive vice president, graduated from CSUS in 1974 
The senior vice president of construction real estate loans, 
Meryle Stevenson, also graduated from CSUS 


Hennessey said Sunrise Bank has a great future. “This 
will be the best year in its five-year history,” he said. “We 
ere at, right now, about 153 or 154 million dollars. It 
changes about a million dollars a day, so it is hard to tell 
without looking.” 

Hennessey has signed a contract with Sunrise Bank, so 
until 1990, he has no cther plans except to help make 
Sunrise Bank one of the top banking institutions in 
Sacramento.

NSF rewards creativity 


A new program which will give undergraduate engi 
neering students and recent graduates grants based on 
Creative ideas submitted in a research plan and noi 
solely on academic achievement has been announced by 
the National Science Foundation (NSF) 

The program, tutled “Creativity Awards in Graduate 
Engineering,” 1s designed to make graduate study more 
attractive and to improve the quality of engineering 
education by encouraging creative activitie 

“One of the unique strengths of the United States in 
international competition is the ability to innovate, and 


it is important that students with this talent be induced 
to attend graduate school to maximize their effectiveness 
as engineers of the future,” Nam P. Suh, NSF's assistant 
director for engineering, said 

Normally, awards for graduate support such as the 
NSF Graduate Fellowships are based on academic 
achievement. These new creativity awards will support 
students based on their ideas as embodied tn @ plan of 
research 

Approximately 30 grants per year will be awarded 
competitively to students, whether they are still under- 
graduates or have graduated in the last three years and 
have not done grauuate work. Grants will be for up to 
$30,000 a year for up to three years and could be used 
to produce a graduate thesis. The grant will go to the 
student’s instituuion and will provide an annual stipend 
of $11,100 plus tuition and fees as well as funds for 
research 

To apply, a student should send a letter to NSF by 
February 1, 1987 describing the research idea. Full 
information On what should be in the letter is available 
from the Office of the Dean of Engineering or from 
chairmen of engineering departments. The application 
will be evaluated by a review panel. The grant is porta- 
bie and is conditional on the awardee being accepted 
into a graduate school

The CSUS men’s basketball team 
took advantage of the three-point 
play last Wednesday night when they 
beat the UC Davis Aggies 80-72 in 
Hornet Gym before a crowd of 1,300. 

And in the Cal Poly SLO Holiday 
Tipoff Classic over the weekend, the 
Hornets lost to the Mustangs 57-48 in 
the championship game after beating 
Humboldt 82-79 in the first round. 

Against the Aggies, the Hornets 
were successful five out of eight times 
with the three-point plays.

“We've tried to stress in the last 
two days to the players not to start off 
taking three pointers,” said Hornet 
head coach Bill Brown. “Let those 
things come natural. Anytime you 
start concentrating on making three 
pointers, you get out of rhythm. Three 
pointers have got to develop out of 
something you've worked on inside. 

“I think that’s why Davis was suc- 
cessful in the second half —. they went 
inside and we were kind of short 
handed on the inside.” 

The Hornets took an immediate 
lead in the game starting with Sean 
Smartt’s follow shot and ending with 
a half-time lead of 41-25 

The Hornets played a good first 
half, hitting on 18 of 34 shots for 52 
percent. The Aggies hit eight of 21 
shots for 38 percent. In the free throw 
department, the Aggies did much bet- 
ter than CSUS. They made nine shots 
out of 11 attempts for 81 percent 


while the Hornets made two shots out 
of three attempts for 67 percent. 

At one point in the first half, the 
Hornets led by 18 points while the 
Aggies were desperately trying to get 
the bail to their inside players. 

In the second half, the Aggies con- 
tinued to trail but the Hornets lost 
some of their defensive intensity and 
ailowed the Aggies to score 34 points 
compared to 22 points scored by 
CSUS. 

CSUS scored more free throws 
making 15 of 21 shots for 71 percent 
while Davis made 10 of 16 shots for 
62 percent. 

The Aggies’ Jason Rabedeaux 
succeeded on a three-point play, one 
of three by UCD, to shorten the Hor- 
net lead to 62-57 with 6:12 left to 
play. 

“Offensively we lost some patience 
and defensively we lost some intensity 
in the second half, but I've got to give 
Davis credit,” said Brown. “They 
came out and played hard. They 
didn't lay down. They came back at 
us and right down to the wire.” 

The two leading scorers for the 
Hornets were center Tony Massop 
with 22 points and guard Robert 
Martin with 17 points, nine of which 
were three-point plays 

“Earlier in the year I was shooting 
very poor from the line,” Massop 
said. “At the Chapman Tournament, 
coach Anders worked on my follow 
through. | got my follow through 
going real good now.” 

The leading scorers for Davis were 
Parrish Johnson with 21 points and

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CSUS divers fight fear of “slamming”

What is the hardest dive you've ever done? A forward 
flip, a back dive, or maybe a one-and-a-half into a face 
slam on the water? 

Last semester, CSUS diver Mike Bouchard executed a 
reverse two-and-a-half dive and broke his nose on the 
diving board. It’s the fear of “slamming” that divers have 
to overcome in order to improve and try new dives. The 
harder the dive, the higher the degree of difficulty, and the 
higher the potential for score 


Bouchard says, “It's the higher DD (degree of diffi- 
culty) dives that get you to the Nationals.” 

The Nationals are the goal of every collegiate diver 
because it’s this competition that determines the all- 
Americans — the top 10 divers in the nation. 


CSUS diving coach and former all-America diver 
Aaron McBride uses video equipment to help his divers 
visualize the mistakes they are making so that they get 
maximum understanding out of his coaching suggestions 

When asked if video equipment was beneficial to 
coaching, diver Scott Carroll said, “I’m not always sure 
exactly what he (McBride) is talking about, but he shows 
us on the video equipment fundamentals like tight tucks 
and pikes as well as toe points to ensure the highest 
possible score on their execution.” 


Divers are required to take ballet class to increase their 
flexibility and to learn to “spot,” which aids in determining 
when to pull out of a tuck or pike, for example 

McBride has his attention fixed on two hopefuls 
Steve Shiltz and Mike Mooney, Shiltz is a second-year 
diver who has no fear of trying new divés. McBride feels he 
as a good chance of making it to Nationals. Mooney will 
be competing for CSUS next year, and McBride feels he 
will have a good chance of becoming an All-American 


What about this year? Well, CSUS lost its best female 
diver, Vicky Hawkings, because CSUS is abiding by Div- 
esion I requirements this year and she did not qualify. So 
Hawkings packed her bags and now dives for CSU Chico 
“Vicky will definately be at Nationals,” McBride said 

This year’s season promises to be an interesting one, 
and the diving team always likes the support of a good 
crowd, so watch for upcoming meets. The season starts in 
January and continues through March. Practice is held 
weekdays, starting at 4:30 p.m

Uphold fee repeal 


Will of the students must be respected 


Last spring, approximately 2,300 CSUS stu- 
dents voted in a hastily-organized, possibly ille- 
gal Associated Students, Inc. election. Fifty- 
three percent of those students voted in favor of a 
$13 increase in the student activity fee. Propo- 
nents of the increase brushed aside evidence that 
the election was conducted illegally, preferring 
instead to praise the passage of the increase as 
“the will of the students.” 

Two weeks ago, ASI approved a contract 
with the athletics department which blatantly 
violated the language on the fee increase ballot. 
Instead of receiving what they were promised 
—“free admission to all CSUS home athletic 
events, including Hughes Stadium and ARCO 
Arena” — students were instead allotted only 
“40 percent of the total seating capacity” at 
home athletic events. In addition, students 
learned that $3,000 of the fee increase was to go 
toward the purchase of a computer for CSUS 
athletes, and more than $10,000 a year was to go 
to the Spiritleaders. ASI had gone too far 


Last week (Dec. 3, 4 and 5) more than 2,500 
students (an unusually high number for a winter 
election) showed up at the polls. More than 70 
percent of them voted to repeal the fee increase. 
This time the Dean of Students Tim Comstock 
simply dismissed “the will of the students,” say- 
ing the fee increase will be collected “come hell 
or highwater.” 

Comstock went on to say that CSUS Presi- 
dent Donald Gerth is not obligated to uphold the 
repeal. Students registering for spring classes are 
still being charged the extra $13. There 1s appar- 
ently no way a stu‘lent can register at this time 
without paying the increase, despite the repeal 
vote. 

In addition, Co2::i.ck has stated that even if 
the repeal vote is .aeld by the university, ASI 
must pay athletucs the $350,000 a year that was 
promised in the contract. Comstock and ASI are 
threatening to take money from other programs 
in order to pay athletics. In other words, when 
contracts for ASI-sponsored programs come up 
for renewal, ASI will not renew them. Money 
which would have gone to the child care center, 
intramural sports, clubs, the Women’s Resource 
Center and other programs will now go to athlet- 
ics, if something is not done to stop it.

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W hat Comstock ang the tee increase advo- 
gates are threatening 1s nothing less than black- 
mail. They knew at the time they signed the 
athletics contract that the fee increase would 
probably be repealed, or at least that a refcrcn- 
dum to repeal it would be on the ballot. But they 
signed the contract anyway, ensuring athletics 
money, even though ASI had no money to give 

Comstock said the athletics contract is 
“signed, sealed and delivered.” Both Comstock 
and Athletic Director Tom Pucci have called it a 
“binding contract.” But this is where they are 
wrong, dead wrong. The contract was merely 
approved, it was not signed. At least, it was not 
completely signed. The contract requires five 
signatures in order to be valid. At the time of this 
writing, only four signatures (those of Comstock, 
Pucci, ASI Executive Director David Bush and 
ASI President David Burns) are on the contract. 
Procurement Assistant Dolores Weil has not yet 
signed the contract, therefore it is not legal or 
binding. Unless Weil signs, ASI does not owe 
athletics one cent 


CSUS students have been manipulated. We 
were set up. We though: we could do something 
to stop an unfair fee increase, only to find that 
our wishes can be ignored or distorted as the 
administration pleases 

We actually believed Comstock, Gerth and 
the other administrators cared what their stu- 
dents thought. Obviousiy the administrators 
only recognize our opinion when it agrees with 
theirs. So much for democracy. 

It 1s about time someone puts ASI in its place 
Our student government deserves a strong 
reprimand for getting itself entangled in a con- 
tract when its senators knew the fee increase 
could be repealed — for promising money it did 
NOt possess. 

Since ASI so far has no money to give to 
athletics, the administration should halt all 
action on the athletics contract until the repeal 
issue is Cleared up. Students deserve a public 
hearing in which they can voice their opinions 
about the athletics contract. And if President 
Gerth truly believes in fair governmental pro- 
cess, if he truly respects the will of the students, 
then he must uphold the repeal for which they 
voted.

Eastwood needs basic training The drink with a ‘Jolt’

Clint Eastwood squints his eyes as 
he faces a group of disorganized, 
seemingly untrainable recruits and 
proclaims, in his ever-raspy voice, 
“The Marines are looking for a few 
good men. Unfortunately, you ain't 
them.”

In the past, the lialians’ favorite 
cowboy and California's most famous 
mayor has made (quite) a few good 
films. Unfortunately, “Heartbreak 
Ridge” ain't one of them. 

Eastwood stars as Tom Highway, 
& hardened Manne gunnery sergeant 
who has served his country in the 








Korean and Vietnam wars. Nearing 
the end of his military career, High- 
Way 1S assigned (0 @ reconnaissance 
platoon whose members include the 
abovementioned group of recruits 
Highway’s job is to bang the knuckle- 
heads into shape, make them into 
Marines (i.c. men) and, ultimately, 
ready them for the invasion of 
Grenada 

While the premise of “Heartbreak 
Ridge” is an interesting one, it be- 
comes weighted and watered down 
by the film's numerous subplots 
Eastwood, who produced and direc- 
ted this cinematic fiasco, tnes to deal 
with too many subjects and ends up 
leaving all of them undeveloped 

The first half hour of this two-hour 
affair shows potential, In one scene, 
Highway meets up with a redneck 
tavern owner who, it soon becomes 
clear, does not like Marines. It appears 
Eastwood plans to deal with the pub- 


lic’s negative perception of the mil- 
itary. Not so. Despite their unresolved 
confrontation, Highway and the red- 
neck never meet again 

Another early scene introduces Lt 
Ring, a college graduate who believes 
wars can be won by studying books 
on military tactics. The veteran High- 
way knows otherwise. When Ring, 
who announces proudly he command- 
ed his school’s military cadet pro- 
gram, asks Highway where he stu- 
died, the sergeant answers, “Heart- 
break Ridge,” referring to the Korean 
baitle in which he won the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor 

Profound? Not really. This scene 
promises the audience conflict be- 
tween Ring, who believes knowledge 
comes from books, and Highway, 
who thinks knowledge is earned with 
experience. The promise is never 
fulfilled

Have you ever considered drinking a jumper calle? 
Now’s vour chance. Just mix new Jolt Cola with a litle 
rum and voila a new drink’ 

While other soft drink makers are eliminating calories 
and caffeine, and adding vitamins and fruit juice to lure 
health conscious consumers, Jolt Co., Inc., is going after 
the hard-core cola lovers 

Jolt, the cola that promuses, “All the sugar and twice 
the caffeine,” is now available in Sacramento. Raley’s, 
Lucky's, and Pak n Save have all recently moved this new 
cola into their storerooms 

If the name isn’t lively enough to catch the consumer's 
ear, the packaging will grab the consumer's eye. Jolt 
comes clad in a bnght red label with a yellow lightning 
bolt piercing through the logo 

This bold and brassy cola was created by C. J. Rapp, 
president of Jolt Co., Inc., who compares Jolt’s taste to the 
old fashion colas from years back 

After six years of development, the company began 
selling the product in Rochester, N_Y., this spring. Jolt is 
now being sold nationally through franchised bottlers and 
distributors . 

Rapp says, “Nothing in the marketplace can compare 
to the heavy, nch flavor of Jolt. The reason is because Jolt 
contains real cane sugar (most soft drinks contain corn 
sweeteners), which is better tasting and better for you.” It 
(Jolt) does have twice the caffeine of any soft drink, but 
only one-third to one-fifth that of coffee.” 

The drastic changes in coke’s formula, and in other soft 
drinks in recent years, set the stage and prepared the 
market for this new gutsy cola. Jolt originators saw an 
Opportunity to appeal to consumers who were displeased 
with the industry trend toward sugar-free and caffcine-free 
dnnks 

“They say the heaith trend is there,” Rapp explains, 


“but in its absolute heyday, diets and caffeine-free only 


represented 24 percent of all soft drinks being soid. So you 
had a minority Out there that was very vocal about it. But 
in actuality the purchasing habits of consumers showed 
them buying the regular products by a big majority, 67 
percent. Cafleine-frees and sugar-frees have declined in 
sales for the last two years.” 

C. J. Rapp, 27, got the idea for this bold product from 
hsiening to people who had been working in the soft drink 
business for most of their lives, and who missed the thick 
soda parlor colas. Rapp has been working in the soda 
industry since he was |2 

Rapp remembers when he first put his soft drink ideas 
on paper, “My senior thesis in marketing class was on the 
Jolt Project. I got a C- on it. It was a 64-page report, it 
contained the whole concept idea behind Jolt. Someday,

his show. Letterman liked it so much he spent a great deal 
of time having fun with Jolt. He guzzied two cans, and 
then proceeded to run around the stage saying, “Let's do 
two shows — what the hell!” 

The first college to serve Jolt on campus was Notre 
Dame. This new addition to the Notre Dame cafeteria was 
highlighted by a student festivity called, “The Jolt Revolt.”

There is a charisma about East 
wood that makes him appealing in all 
his movies. It as this attraction which 
keeps “Heartbreak Ridge” from being 
an unbearable viewing experience 
The actor's ability to squint his eyes, 
wrinkle his forehead and articulate his 
mood in that low, scratchy voice are 
all in fine form and do provide some 
entertainment. Yet, they are not 
enough 

Indeed, none of the actors here are 
enough to make this an enjoyable 
film. Marsha Mason, who was nomi- 
nated for an Academy Award for her 
work in“ The Goodbye Girl,” turns in 
an especially disappointing perfor 
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mance as Highway’s ex-wife. So does 
Everett McGill (“Dune,” “Quest for 
Fire”), who plays Highway's superior 
officer, Maj. Powers. Even the film's 
most interesting character, a jive- 
talking, guitar-picking Marine played 
by Maro Van Peebles (“The Cotton 
Club") is only featured in a few 
scenes, perhaps because Van Peeble’s 
acting upstages Eastwood's 

Finally, there is not enough of the 
main ingredient which typically 
makes Eastwood films good ac- 
tion. It takes more than an hour and a 
half before the movie has Highway 
and his men trek off to invade Gren- 
ada. Then, for about twenty minutes, 


the audience ts “treated” to the sounds 
and sights of machine guns tearing 
apart Puerto Rican actors playing 
Cuban soldiers 

With all the promotional hype 
surrounding the release of this movie, 
including the claim “the film was 
made in conjunction with the U.S 
Department of Defense and with the 
cooperation of the US. Marine 
Corps,” one would think going to the 


movie could (as Eastwood might say) 
“make my day.” 

Instead, “Heartbreak Ridge,” with

program can do for a school. Michigan State was a small, agricultural college 
with an enrollment of less than 6,000 students in 1939. It could not even 
attempt to Compete against rival Michigan U niversity, athletically or academi- 
cally. But in the early 1940s, a local insurance man died and left the university 
$500,000. John Hannah, the university's athletic director at the time, was put 
in charge of administering the money. He decided to put most of it to work 
offering athletic scholarships. Hannah believed that MSU's national reputation 
could be improved with a strong intercollegiate athletic program. He believed 
competitive sport unified the students, faculty and townspeople in a way no 
other activity can. 

Hannah was right, and by the time he retired as the president of the 
university in 1969, Michigan State had grown into a mega-university of more 
than 40,000 students with an annual budget of more than $100 million and 
consisted of more than 15 colleges and 250 academic programs. And it had 
heen the successful athletic program that the university had used as drawing

What about our money being 
used by the Hornet Foundation to 
employ a scab contractor to build a 
new bookstore? 

What about an energy research 
project that two of our physics profes- 
sors and about ten CSUS physics stu- 
dents were working on whose 
research grant was terminated in 
favor of Department of Defense-con- 
trolled research projects? 

What about the new ‘88 admis- 
sions requirements and the whole 
issue Of access to higher education?
